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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 28-75 are allowed. 

2, The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent Claims 
28, 50, and 51 are allowable because of the specific requirement that the article of clothing have 
a flap of material with a ring integrated into the flap of material for hanging the clothing without 
the use of a hanger. The ring has an open and a closed configuration that enables the ring to be 
inserted onto a rod in the open configuration. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
